A Hiroshima despatch to the Asahi states 
that the Fifth Division of the Japanese Army 
in North China will not be withdrawn in April 
as originally intended, owing to the condition 
of affairs at Peking. 


It is said that the Corean War eae 
ment has ordered the principal commanders 
in the Corean Army to increas3 their force 
up to ten thousand men.

than by compulsion. When Mr. Bairour 


. stated in the House of Commons that. it was’ 


_ in the interests of all that Russia should 
have access for her Siberian railways to the 
Eastern Seas, he undoubtedly voiced the 
‘universal feelings of the Nation, who were 
well-disposed to give that empire every faci- 
lity for developing her vast - possessions. 
In this England acted in a generous spirit, 
and followed out her policy of assisting in 
the development of her rival. ‘Those feel- 

- ings have undeigone no change and even 
now the nation is prepared to afford every 
“facility for the industrial growth of Russia. 
This, however, is a very different thing from 
placing in the hands of that empire beyond 
control the possession of 4 continent, valu- 
ble from its extent and the richness of its 
soil, as well as of supreme importance from 
‘its putting in her power for good or 
evil not only the control of the coast 
of China but the practical command of 
the North-eastern Pacific. Russia in the 
past has not proved -herself 80 good a 
neighbour that we can afford to look upon 
such an advance with complacency ; we have 
already by one display of weakness given 
Russia the opportunity of interfering in no 
friendly spirit with our own policy in 
Eastern Asia, and the experience of the past 

- teaches us in unmistakeable terms that with 
oug rival every such unchecked advance 
has been inevitably taken advantage of 
still further to forward her powers of 
annoyance, It may seem that the pre- 
sent is not a time to }-ress our rights to the 
furthest limit; yet we may reasonably ask 
ourselves, Is any better likely to occur? 
Sooner or later the contest may become one 
of life or death, with this d.fference too to 
our disudvantige, that, however we may be 
situated, Russia will inevitably be in a 
better ‘position. As things. stand at the 
moment Russia from being a secret enemy 
is now almost openly directly hostile. She 

- has practically thrown down the gauntlet, 
and tells us that she has no interest in -the 
settlement of affairs in China, and that it is 
a matter. of the most supreme indifference

Among the many important questions 
which will arise when the Chinese Imperial 
Court has returned from Heianfu to Peking 
and a guarantee has thus been given of the 
stability of the agreement between the 
Powers and China, none will more intimately 
‘concern the future welfare of the Chinese 
Empire than that of tariff revision. Before 
the Boxer outbreak last spring overthrew all 
the calculations of the diplomatists, it was 
beginning to look as if tariff revision were 
likely to be the next subject to come under 
consideration of the British representative 
in China, Rumours were assiduously cir- 
culated in Shanghai und elsewhere that Sir 
CLaupE MacDonaxp had actually agreed 
to a raising of the existing Customs tariff. A 
promise, however, was given that no change 
of tariff was likely to take place without pre- 
vious consultation with the parties most 
interested, more especially the Chambers of 
_ Commerce of. Hongkong and Shanghai. 
Tl-e troubles of last. year drove all such 
questions into the background, but now 
‘ that peace prospects are growing . though 
but slowly) brighter tle matter of duties on 
imports into China must soon regain ils 
previous urgency. Iu this question of tariff 
revision the fate of the lekin duties holds a 
large place. On the 12th day of last month 
the Hon. T. H. Wuireneap read a paper 
before the Royal Colonial Institute on 
“The Expansion of Trade with China,” and 
‘ in the course of his remarks he naturally 
had something to say about the lekin ques- 
tion. With his words all British merchants 
in China, we imagine, must heartily agree, for

elon COLLISION IN THE HARBOUR.

Between . half-past four and five o'clock on 
Thursday afternoon, the British steamer 
Glengyle, (of the Glen line, whose agents are 
Messrs.. McGregor Bros. and Gow) which was 
just then entering the harbour from London and 
Singapore, collided with the British steamer 
Hangchow, one of Messrs. Butterfield and Swire's 
vessels, which had cone in from Chingkiang. 
The spot where the mish:p ocenrred was about 
mid-stream, opposite a point between Pedder's 
Street and the Ferry wharf. The Hangehow 
has received the greatest injury, having had 
her bows completely smashed in. In fact 
the impact has heen xo great as to damage the 
whole of the plates above the water line, and 
abont one half the distance to the rail has 
been opened out, leaving a large aperture on the 
fore side of the water-tight bulkhead. The 
Glengyle is but s:tightly injured. The exact 
canse of the casualty is at present a mere 
matter of conjecture, and, under the peculiar 
circumstances attending it, must remain so 
until the Marine Court of Enquiry reveals it. 
The damage is estimated at several thousands 
of dollars.

It is helieved 
that the same gang was responsible for the 
former burglary at Messrs. Droz & Company's 
shop, in connection with which the police at the 
lime were unable to make any arrests.

A SEPOY SHOT.

EDUCATION IN HONGKONG. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ DAILY PRESS.” 
Hongkong, 20th March. 
Str,—It is really surprising to notice how 
some people have the audacity to think that 


they know better how to govern than those | 


who are in power here. Just fancy, Europeans 
clamouring to have schools where their childron 
may be educated according to European ideas, 
schools where their ehildren may be imbued 
from their very youth with that sense of 
freedom and righteousness which solely associa- 
tion with their own race can give! It is 
monstrous to think that in these days 
of progress, in other parts of the world, 
we should pretend to have in this colony 
institutions on modern lines. This colony, 
if it is progressing, is not progressing 
through the enterprise of the white race. If it 
becomes a great manufacturing centre, as the 
prophets predict, it will be all owing to the 
native race. How can the white race expect 
any privileges? Europeans should think it a 
great honour if they are allowed to reside here. 
It would be better for the colony if they were 
not here, the official class wall then get on 
much better. - ; 

Seeing that the question has now reached a 
stage where the worthy dependents of Downing 
Street will stick'to that old rule “ Native first, 
the rest after,” would it not be better that a 
petition be sent to Downing Street, putting the 

uestion clearly before the progressive mind of 
the Colonial Secretary (in London) ? 

If a petition were sent to him, not through 
official course but direct. and were headed b 
our worthy Bishop and the leading minds 
of the commercial community, English and 
foreign, it may be that the question will be 
easier se! tled. 

If the object of the school is fairly put 
before him and the advantages to be got are 
well explained, it may.be that he will sanction 
the erection of the desired schools.

The CHairRmMAN—It is paying its way, and 
is likely to realise considerable: profits. Tho 
business is increasing every day. 

Mr. GASKELL said it was ‘of very grat im- 
portance in a small business like that and with 
small capital such as that company possessed

The 
deceased man appeared to have been employed 
as a greaser in connection: with the engines on 
board the steamship Patroclua. The prisoner 
was also employed on hoard the same ship as a 
fireman or stoker. The Patroclus was a 
British ship and left Singapore on a voyage to |- 
Hongkong, arriving in Hongkong harbour on 
the morning of the 8th February. The tragic 
event which the jury would have to consider 
occurred when the ship was on the high seas, 
some 80 or 90 miles from Hongkong, shortly 
before midnight on the 7th February. It 
seemed that shortly before midnight on the 7th 
February the prisoner was spoken to by one 
of the firemen on board—a man named Chau 
Chun. He was asked to wheel some coal 
towards the fore-part of the ship—from the 
engine-room by a sort of tramway towards the 
stoke-hole. Naturaliy they would have some con- 
flicting evidence as to what took place, but the 
account of the fireman Chan Chun, corroborated 
by another fireman, amounted shortly to this. 
Chau ( hun told the prisoner to wheel some 
coal. The prisoner replied “Don't make, a 
noise,” aud pushed Chan Chun against a ladder. 
The deceased man then came up and told the 
men not to fight, whereupon the prisoner took 
out a knife and stabbed him in the left temple, 
the wound. being an inch and a half long and 
penetrating some four inches inwards. The 
man died shortly afterwards and. the prisoner 
was arrested.. At the Magistracy he made 
a ‘statement to: the effect that he was 
struck before he used his knife. If one man 
took ‘the life’ of another it was presamed to 
be murder until some justification could be
